This worthy County, by the Old Saxons was written, 
and called Scrripſier, importing the inhabirants to be 
knowing people, which now we call Shropſhire 3it 15 bor- , 
dered upon the Eaft with Staffordſhire, on the Weſt with 
Denbigh and Mountgomery-fhires, on the South with Rad- 
ror, Hereford, and Worceſter-ſhires, and the- County Pa- 
latine of Cheſter z on the North, it containes in length 
40 Miles, in breadth 35 Miles, Pearches 80281600, and 
Acres 501760, If ir were level ground : bur 1ts more, be- 
cauſe its unlevel, and very hilly; it amounteth ro more 
in quantity : its alſo divided into 15 Hundreds and Li- 
berries, ſubdivided into 170. Pariſhes, watered with 
more then 18. large Rivers, beſides many other ſmaller 
Streames z which Rivers have 13. ſtrong Bricges for 
paſſage, 9. Forreſts, 27. Parks, and ſome 16. Marker 
Towns, wherein the Inhabitants may Traffick , and 
Commerce at their pleaſure. Somewhat near unto the 
middle of this Commgdious County _ the Coun- 
ty Shire-Town, namely Shrewsbury aforementioned, 
Beautiful as a precious Gemme ſer in a Ring of pure 
Gold, ſcituate upon a moſt pleaſant Hill, having amoſt 
wholeſome Aire, and dele&able Proſpe&t, almoſt in- 
vironed 3 or as it were peniu uliz'd with that Antient-

therein thus drowned. This forenamed River doth 
moſt fovingly embrace this Famous Borrough, with 
the moſt clear and Tranſparent Armes of her dearelt 
Love; as contented to ſuffer her very Intralls tg 
be rorn in ſfunder with the fwift paſſage of many ve- 
Iiferous Veſſells that approach her preſence , ſo that 
ſhe might be a ſpecial Benefator to her beſt beloved 
Darling aforefaid. This Worthy Town conta1neth 
$5. Populons Pariſhes, and 6. fair Churches, within the 
Walls and without z whereof Saint Chades 1s reckcn- 
ed to be the Mother Chuich; which was then moſt 
coſtly beaurified, in a moſt admirable manner. The 
ſaid Churches were then well furniſhed wich good 
Cancnical and Religious Miniſters, Condecorated with 
itreng and lofty Towers, or elſe Pyramidall Stecples, 
having moſt Tunealle -and ſweer ſounding Pells in che 
fame. It hath allo a moſt Sumptnous Free-School- 
Houſe, then newly Erefted, very ſpacious and ample, 
In all points, made and w: ovght up from the Foun- 
dation with the fineſt Fice-ſtones, in Colledge forme, 
according to the moſt Accurate {kill of the Artificer, 
The charges wheieof hath amounted to the Value 
of about 3oco pounds; there is in it a fair Library, 
well furniſhed - wich variety of: very good books, 1 
large Globe, and an excellent pair cf Planaſphears, 
very uefsll for the performing of many rare and - 
m1rd 
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mirable concetts, and dclightful conclufions. Thts wor- 
thy Town, right-well deſerverh the Name or Tile 
of a Ciry, and for quantity and quality 15 Ro Way In- 
feriour to many Cities, and 1s reputed to be the 
faireſt Town within this Kingdom; 3t containeth 42. 
ſtreets; the greater part thereof are large and ſpact- 
ous, 'the buildings are Beautiful and Procerous z the 
Inhabitants, for the moſt part, Vertuons, Godly, and 
Religious, many of them Right Worſhipful, Wor- 
ſhipful, and moſt rrulyGenerous z the reſt, Tradeſmen 
Weglthy, and Ingenious; and ro conclude, all Valianr 
and Couragious. Yea, the Fideliry and Loyalry un- 
to his lare ROYAL MAJESTY, both by Town and 
County, (at his being there) being by theſe Salprans 
lo faithfuily performed , and realiy managed, I hope 
will not be forgotten. 

Near unto this Renowned Byrrough remaineth a 
rery memo-'able plate, where Anno) Dymins. 1401. was 
fought a moſt Furious and Blaady Battell by the 
Parctzs, Hn'y firnamed Hvtfpur, and Thmas Earl 
of Whrce't-r, againſt King Henry the 4. wherein the 
ſaid Lord H-n yy was Slain, and the Lord Thanas 
aken and beheaded, with the. lofſe of 5600, Soul- 
diers on borh the parts. This place 15 fince 
called of (ome, the Old-Field, of orhers Battel- 
Field. Tn winch (as 1t 1s Reported) were long, 
afrer found abundance of rotten Arrow-Heads, and 
other ſuch like Fragments in the ground, by Plow- 
men Plowing thercabauts, which were ſuppoſed 
tobe uſed 1n the fame tervice. Tt doth evidently 
appear by 'undry fignes, and apparent tokens, re- 
matning in ſeveral parts of this County, that this 
ſhire hath heretofore been Dangerouſly perplexed 
with many teritble Brayles, ant dreadiul Bartells, 
As firſt, by that ſtrange Forti5cation ant Bulwark, 
In a certain Comman, uually called Yfg-Farreft 3 bu: 
according to Antiquity Hnb-Farreſt, heing ſome- 
What: more than two Miles Northwa_'d, diſtant fram 
be 2 rhe 
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A Deſcription of Shropſhire, 
che Clee-Hill, » where may be ſeen ſtrong Artificial 
Mounts, continued in a treble Form of Degrees 
one above another, in an excellent manner, (obſer- 
ved and applauded by experienced Travellers;) it 
hath alſo large and profound Trenches for . ſafety, 
anſwerable to the ſame. Alſo, that ſtrange and Un- 
couth Vault at Bmdgenorth, vulgarly called the Armi- 
tage. 

Likewiſe that Remarkable place, not far from the 
faid Town of Bridgenorth, vulgarly called Morfielas- 
Heath, but Antiently named Mortfield-Heath , « but 
more properly Murtherfield- Heath: the very name 
thereof intimating or importing, that ſome dread- 
ful or bloody Battel hath in former ttme been there 
Fought. The like may truly be ſpoken of thoſe 
rwo Huge and Monſtrous Hills, namely Titterſtone- 
Hill, and Wats- Hill, (C not far diſtant from the 
Town of Ludlow) the one oppoſite to the other, 
alſo near each other, where may be ſeen on the top 
of each of them, as it were the Ruinons remain- 
der or Reliques of a moſt ſirong Wall, long fince 
battered ro the very - ground, Another ſuch like 
Monument of Antiquiry worth' obſervation remain- 
eth at Glerbury Mortimer, near unto the Church, be- 
ing a hvuge Mount or Bulwark, with a Circular 
Trench at the Foot of the ſame; Ordained by 
Sir Roger Mortimer, Knight, then Lord of the (aid 
Town, for the Defence and Safery thereof z with 
very many ſuch like things, as in this ſmall piece can- 
not be Exprefſed. Thee, and ſuch like Afſaults 
and JInvations cauſed the Inhabirants at that time 
to fortiic themſelves with many ſtrong Caſtles, 
firm Fortreſſes, and ſure - Bulwarksz whereof the 
greateſt number are utterly Ruinared and quite De- 
cayed.
